What is the Real Cause of the Trouble? 


Some suppose that the secession of tbe 


southern states and the excitement, in the 
public mind at the south was occasioned by 
the election of Lincoln. Others attribute 
it to the personal liberty laws of several of 
ths northern states. While others believe 
that the south fears the abolition of slavery 
by the general government. While these 
may have been used by the southern poli- 
ticians to inflame the minds of the people 
of that section, the real cause lies deeper 
and is rarely alluded to; and that is the 
Untied States census. It is the revelations 
made public by.this agency which the south 
fears more than all else. It divulges the 
fact to the world that they occupy an infe- 
rior position in the confederacy, and that. 
this inferiority must continue to be more and 
more manifest, with the enumerations of 
the population of the country for all time to 
come. Heretofore, through the operation 
of the three-fifths rule, Mid the annexation 
of southern territory, they have been able 
to keep up an equality in representation in 
the senate and house of representatives ; 
but the census of i860, and the admission 
of Kansas,destroysforeverthis rule. There 
are now 19 free and 15 slave states. 
The 


result of the present census will reduce the 
representation of the southern states from 
90 to 70 in the house of representatives.— 
Nearly the whole of the loss of the south 
will go to the northwestern states. 
These 


stal.es have 54 representatives in the honae 
at this time—in 18S2 they will, including 
Kansas; elected or 68 members; and the 
south will then, if the union exists, be but 
little/ if any stronger than the eight north- 
western states. 
The future prospects of 


the south in the senate are no better than 
in the house. Before 1870 there will be at 
least five'new additional free states. 
Even 


if New Mexico and Arizona should adopt 
slave constitutions, that would only make 
17 slave to 24 free states. 


These new states will add immensely to 


the power of the northwest, which is, and 
will be thoroughly' opposed to the extension 
of slavery. 
They are especially agricultu- 


ral in their products, and will not he sway- 
ed by commercial and manufacturing con- 
siderations as the north as east. 
Hence 


this region is now the back bone of the 
county in opposing the struggle of the slave- 
holders to regain their lost power by new 
guarantees for the institution to be engraft-

Compromises. 


When, after the election of Mr. Lincoln, 


the fire-eaters of the south began to indulge 
freely in their treasonable talk of dissolv- 
ing the Union, the pro-slavery democrats 
were greatly exercised in regard to the 
threats thus made, and manifested much 
anxiety as to the cause of the trouble, and 
its remedy, 
it was suggested that the per- 


sonal liberty^bills ot some of the northern 
states were exceedingly offensive to the 
chivalry. 
Thereupon a howl was set .up 


over these enactments, and their immediate 
repeal was asked—nay more, demanded. 


The tone of the pro-slavery presses at 


the north was positively insolent concern- 
ing these legislative enactments. 
By and 


by it was ascertained that the repeal of 
these laws would effect nothing in the way 
of pacification 


The New York Journal of Commerce 


made the important discovery, having " ex- 
amined into the conduct of the people at 
large," that the difficulty was " deeper than 
state legislation/' and that the real cause 
of all the trouble was to be found " in the 
mistaken public sentiment which pervades 
the people of the northern states.'1 There- 
upon this fearless (?) journal sought to do 
a great thing, which was no less than " to 
beard the monster, public sentiment," and,' 
if possible, to right the "fundamental mis- 
take''—the "fatal error," into which the 
people of the north, in their mental and 
moral .blindness, had fallen. 
Then the cry 


went up from many of the democratic 
presses louder than before, that we should 
go farther than to repeal our personal liber- 
ty laws. The modest demand was made 
that we should immediately repeal our 
opinions ! The doctrines which we enter- 
thined on .the subject of slavery were radi- 
cally wrong, and we must give them up at 
once. This only wonld satisfy our south- 
ern brethren—this only would save the Uni- 
on. We must go straight forward to the 
confessional instituted by that time-serving, 
sycophantic" sheet, the Journal of Com- 
merce, and make humble confession of our 
political sins. We must grant that slavery 
is a righteous thing;, that the slave owner 
may quietly sojourn with his human chat- 
tels on the free soil of Massachusetts or 
Wisconsin; that he has a perfect right to 
ordain and establish his odious system of 
oppression in any of the territories belong- 
ing to the nation ; that if his slave, fired 
with the love of liberty, should abscond, the 
people of the north should return the prop- 
erty, or pay for it; and that, by amend- 
ment of that instrument, the constitution of 
the United States shall legalize and guar- 
antee the relation of master and slave 'for- 
ever!

Message from tlic President. . 


The following message was transmitted 


to congress last Monday :

To the &nate and House nf Representatives nf the Uni- 


ted Statts.

I deem it my duty to submit to congress 


a series of resolutions adopted by the leg- 
islature of Virginia, on the 16th inst., hav- 
ing in view the peaceful settlement of the 
existing questions which now threaten the 
Union. They were handed to me on Thurs- 
day, 
the 24th inst., by Ex-President Tyler, 


who ha"s left his dignified and honored re- 
tirement in the hope that he ' may render 
service to his country in this its hour of 
peril. 


These resolutions, it will be perceived, 


extended an invitation to all such states, 
whether slaveholding or non-slaveholding, 
as are willing to unite with Virginia ia an 
early-effort to adjust the present unhappy 
controversies, in the spirit in which the 
constitution was originally formed and con- 
sistent with its its principles, so as to af- 
ford the people of the slave-holding states 
adequate guarantees for the security of 
their rights, to appoint commissioners to 
meet on the 4th day of February next, in 
the city of Washington similar commission- 
ers appointed by Virginia, to consider, and 
if practicable, to agree on some suitable 
adjustment. I confess I hail this . move- 
ment on the part of Virginia with great 
satisfaction. 


From the past history of this ancient 


and renowned commonwealth, we-have the 
fullest assurance that what she has under- 
taken she will accomplish, if it can be 
done by able, enlightened, and perseverving 
efforts. 
It is highly gratifying to know 


that other patriotic states have appointed 
and are appointing commissioners to meet 
those of Virginia in council. 


When assembled they will constitute a 


body entitled in an eminent degree to the 
confidence of the country. The general 
assembly of Virginia has also resolved 
that Ex-President John Tyler is hereby 
appointed by the concurrent vote of each 
branch of the general assembly, a commis- 
sioner to the president of the United States, 
and Judge Bobertson is hereby appointed 
by a like vote, a commissioner to the state 
of South Carolina, and the other states that 
have seceded or shall secede, with instruc- 
tions, respectfully to request the president 
of the United States and the authorities of 
each state, to agree to abstain pending the 
proceedings contemplated by the action of 
this general assembly, from any and all 
acts calculated to produce a collision of 
arms between the state and the general 
government of the United States. 


However strong may be my desire to en- 


ter into such an agreement, I am convinc- 
ed that I do not possess the power, and 
congress alone under the war making pow- 
er can exercise the discretion of agreeing 
to abstain from any and all acts to produce 
a collision of arms between this and any 
other government. It would therefore be a 
usurpation for the executive to attempt to 
restrain them by an agreement in regard to 
matters over which he has no constitution- 
al control. If he were thus to act, they 
might pass laws which he should be bound 
to obey, though in conflict with his agree- 
ment under existing circumstances; my 
present actual power is confined within very 
narrow limits. It is my duty at all times 
to defend and protect the public property 
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ed into the constitution. 


The slave states do not like the revela- 


tions of the census, and hence the present 
agitation at the south ; and mark our pre- 
diction, they will accept no compromise 
which will not afford the slave power equal- 
ity in the government, no matter how the 
population stands. The minority must be 
made equally as strong as the majority, or 
they will go on with their mad project of 
dissolving the union and setting np a south- 
ern confederacy. 


THE DAKGER FORESEEN.—From an arti- 


cle published in the ' Washington National 
Intelligencer, it appears that Gen. Scott 
di.itinctly learned tlic president and secre- 
tary of War, as early as last October, of 
the dauger of the seizure of southern forts 
by the secessionists.

Defence, and not aggression, has been 


the policy of the Administration from the 
beginning; but whilst I can enter into no 
such arrangement as that proposed, I cor- 
dially commend it to congress, with much 
confidence that it will meet with approba- 
tion, to abstain from passing any law cal- 
culated to produce collision of arms, pend- 
ing the action contemplated by .the general 
assembly of Virginia. I jam one of those 
who will never despair of the republic. 
I 


still cherish the belief that the American 
people will perpetuate the Union of the 
states on some terms just and honorable for 
all sections of the country. 


I trust that the mediation of Virginia 


may be the destined means under the prov- 
idence of God, of accomplishing this ines- 
timable benefit. 
Glorious as are the mem- 


ories of her past history, such an achieve- 
ment, both in relation to her own fame and 
the welfare of the whole connrty, would 
surpass them all.

A SHORT^CHAPTEK OP SHORT ACCIDENTS. 


—On Saturday last, the snow being so deep, 
only one train of cars each way were at- 
tempted to be run on the Milwaukee and 
Prairie du Ckien Railway. 
The train left 


this city in the morning at eight and a half 
o'clock, with two engines and two passen- 
ger coaches, and with only eight or ten pas- 
sengers. At Waukesha it run over a hog, 
which greased the track well, and they run 
smoothly to Genesee, where they run into a 
hand-car, breaking it up fine enough for 
kindling wood, giving its occupants barely 
time to escape after being nearly frightened 
to death. 


A few miles west of Eagle a horse car

ton, 
the two heavy engines broke a rail and

Whitewater, a lady and one or two , others. 
The conductor and road master were each 
slightly bruised, but the lady was apparent- 
ly uninjured. 
The preacher sat near the 


stove,.and in the tumble made several revo- 
lutions iu company with the hot stove— 
sometimes he was ahead and sometimes the 
stove took the; lead, but he finally came out 
pure and unharmed, like one of old that we 
read of; but he was the worst looking preach- 
er we. ever saw, being completely covered 
with ashes from head to foot. 


The morning train from the west, due at 


MadisSn at ten o'clock, broke down near 
Avoca, compelling the Madison passengers 
to wait at the depot till about twelve o'clock, 
when an. extra train was mada up which 
brought them through. 
Among this crowd 


that waited two hours at the Madison de- 
pot, were a majority of the members of both 
houses, including the chief-clerks, sergeaut- 
at-arms, the Governor, Lieutenant Govern- 
or, Attorney General, and all the outsiders 
and sore-heads. 
They got safely through 


to Milton without.any accident, except run- 
ning over A hand-car and breaking the eow- 
catcher. At Milton they met the other class 
of sore-heads—Charley Hurd, Chet Allen, 
and others, and had a good time generally 
reflecting on their hair-breadth escapes, &c., 
and finally reached this city about 8 o'clock 
in the evening.—Milwaukee News.
